They are prac¬ 
ticing the use of fire-arms, apd the menage of 
the horse. The story of their oppressions is 
recounted every day, in every hamlet and at 
every fire-side. The mothers nurse their chil¬ 
dren with milk and with vengeance together. 
Tile knowledge of a north star is penetrating 
further and further into the southern interior, 
and arousing new hearts to the effort of self¬ 
emancipation. A dissolution of the Union re¬ 
peals the accursed act of 1850. The free soil 
of Canada and the British Provinces—the only 
free soil there now is on the northeastern part 
of this continent—is brought down to Mason 
and Dixon's line. We have in the northern

of African descent, In case of war between 
the two sections, thousands of this colored race 
will fly to the land of bondage, swift as they 
ever flew from it. They will go to make des¬ 
olation of the realm that once made desolation 
of them, and ofall they hclddear. Under their 
motives more terrible than those which urge a 
bondsman to his revenge. Perpetual proximity 
between master and slave, furnishes perpetual 
opportunity for retribution. Every house is an 
arsenal of weapons ; every tool on the planta¬ 
tion an instrument of death. Fire and dark¬ 
ness are allies which nature proffers him. In 
this warfare, the master does not go into the 
battle alone ; his wife and children are at his 
side,whose weakness or whose beauty, in pres¬ 
ence of an ipihraled foe, may provoke the first 
.assault. Ay, sir, in a civil or a servile war,the 
South will be in a more perilous condition than 
if every kernel of gunpowder in all the maga¬ 
zines of an army, just on the eve of battle, 
should suddenly become aitiiniated, and set it 
avenging cry, insurgents will rise up like an 
exhalation over all the South. There are no 
self on fire.

Look, too, at Mr. Webster,whose giant 
blows, had they been struck at the fitting time, 
might have broken the helmet and pierced the 
mailed armor of that Mars; yet see him thrust 
aside in 1848 to make room for one hero born 
of that war; and in 1852, hardly allowed to en- 
ter his name as a competitor against another. 

In 1852, also, see General Pierce, who had 
about as much to do with the Mexican victories, 
as little lulus had with the Trojan war, yet 
plucking the nomination from Cass,Buchanan, 
Marey, Douglass, and all ihe rest.

The answer is at hand We at the North are 
divided into two parties, Whigs and Democrats, 
who balance, and, in all political contests, 
neutralize each other.

—the latter, with the slightest aid, or even 
with acquiescence from either of the others, be¬ 
ing able to prevail.

Seeding Down in September. 

We a^ain remind our subscribers of the 
importance of attending a. the proper time 
to this branch of farming August is the 
time to commence tins work, thougli in many 
cases September will answer as well. For 
it is often so dry, that it is prudent to wait 
for rain before committing tbe seed to the 

There is much land which has long been 
mown or pastured, but which is not suitable 
for planting. It is wet in the spring and 
consequently too cold for corn and. potatoes. 
Much of this kind of land is suffered to lie 
unproductive from year to year because the 
owners could plant other grounds to better 
advantage, as to gain, &e. 

Still, much of this low ground would pro¬ 
duce more grass than the grounds that are 
suitable for grain, provided they could have 
a fair chance. Rotation ot crops is of great 
importance to farmers; but as rotation can 
not be practised in all places a change from 
poor grass to good grass is much better than 

n °\viiei?creen sward is turned in August or 
September there is much vegetable matter 
buried under the sod. This aids the succeed¬ 
ing harvest and light dressing only is re¬ 
quired to encourage the new seed. 

Herdsgrass and red-top seed are the best 
for this season of the year, and if clover is to 
be added it may be sown in November when 
it is too late for it to vegetate, or in any of 
the winter months. It is sometimes sown in 
March and April, but as the ground is not to 
be harrowed the spring rains are not always 
sufficient to bury it. 

One peck of good herdsgrass and three or 
four pecks of red-top will be enough for an 
acre—though some men sow twice as much. 
It is as injurious to sow grass seed too thick 
ns to sow grain too thick. Where we have 
sown more than one peck of herdsgrass per 
acre we have had a diminished harvest. 

We recommend sowing as soon as possi¬ 
ble after ploughing. There is a freshness in 
the soil just turned up, which favors germi¬ 
nation, and it is better to sow the seed as 
soon as one acre is turned. Then harrow 
thoroughly and roll the ground with a heavy 
roller. ^ It is prudent in many cases to roll 
down the furrows before harrowing, and to 
let the harrow pass first lengthwise of the 
furrows to prevent tearing them up. 

As grass seed should not be buried deep, 
it is best to use a brush harrow to bury it— 
When the roller is depended on, the grass 
seed is apt to adhere to it and leaves spots 
without seed. The roller should go last.— 
Massachusetts Ploughman.

Budding or Inoculating. 

The season has now arrived for budding 
or inoculating fruit trees, and wo wish to 
call the attention of those who wish to im¬ 
prove the time in this way to the fact. 

A series of cuts or engravings would be 
necessary to fully illustrate the process of 
Mkffrtg to those of our young readers who 
do n&t"understand it. Budding may be con¬ 
sidered to consist in inserting a bud taken 
from one branch or tree into the bark of 
another tree. In order to do th is successful¬ 
ly, you want, in the first place, a good, liealtli¬ 
ly, thrifty stalk to plant into, and in the next 
place, a fully developed, healthy bud to plant, 
—and in the next place, this bud should be 
so prepared as to fit exactly into the place 
prepared for it, so that the minute vessels of 


prepared for it, so that the minute vessels of 
the one shall match with those of the other, 
and thus by the union of the sap they form 
a permanent union of Wood. 

As a general rule, you can begin to bud 
trees as soon as the bark slips easily, and the 
buds to be set are fully developed. Ofequrse 
some kinds of fruits, such ns cherries, plums, 
and such like, will require earlier setting 
than pears, apples, and fruits of nature. 

Any mode by which you fit the bud after 
it 1ms been prepared, into the bark of the 
stalk, may be adopted, but the usual inode is 
to cut into a stalk with a thin sharp knife, 
through the bark, in the form of a T, and 
turn the corners of the flaps of the cut a lit¬ 
tle up and outwards, by inserting a thin 
blade of wood or ivory under the bark. Tnis 
should be done easily, and without rupturing 
or disturbing the alburnum, or, as some call 
it, sliver of the wood. You then find a good, 
healthy bud at the foot of a leaf, cut off the 
leaf, leaving a portion of the stem, and with 
your knife, made very sharp, cut off'the bud 
by inserting the knife, say half an inch above 
it and with a smooth cut downwards separ¬ 
ate it from the branch, with a portion of the 
bark and wood attached to it, say an inch in 
length. The wood taken off with the bark 
will be a thin slice, and if it be loose may 
be removed by lifting with the point of the 
knife. In doing this care must be taken not 
to pull off the roots or little protuberances of 
the bud, which are essential to its union 
with the top. Having done this, cut off the 
hark square across, lift up the bark of the T 
cut in the stalk, and insert the bud under it, 
having the square cutof the bark on the bud 
match snugly with the top of the T cut in 
the stalk. 

Press the flaps down, and wind around 
carefully, both above and below the bud, 
some cotton wicking, woolen yarn, basswood 
bark, or something of the kind, that shall 
keep the whole in its place. Don't bruise or 
batter any of the parts to bo united, nor suf¬ 
fer them to become dry. 

If the bud looks green and plump in a 
fortnight after it is inserted, it is a sign that 
it has taken root and wifi live ; if it looks 
shrivelled and dry it is a failure. In three 
or four weeks, the bandage may be removed 
to prevent iis becoming too tight by the 
growth of the stalk,and thus girdling the tree. 

After the bud throws out its branch, the 
following spring, cut off the stalk two or 
three inches above it, and if it does not grow 
up straight, it may be tied up to the stalk, 
loosely, to direct its growth upward, — and 
after it has fairly got under way, say in mid¬ 
summer, the stalk may be cut down close to 
the bud, and the wound will soon be cover¬ 
ed over by young, healthy hark, ami a per¬ 
fect union of the bud and stalk be completed. 


Ploughing and Seeding. 

I wish you would encourage our agricul¬ 
turists always to seed their grounds as fast 
as they plough. The amazing advantage 
will at once be apparent to the reflecting 
farmer. To those who will not think on the 
subject enough to see its importance, I rec¬ 
ommend to “try a patch. 1 ’

abolition. 

7. That the Fugitive Slave Act of 1850 is re¬ 
pugnant to the Constitution, to the principles 
of the common law, to the spirit of Christiani¬ 
ty, and to the sentiments of the civilized world. 
We, therefore, deny its binding force upon the 
American people, and demand its immediate and 
total repeal. 

8. That the doctrine that any human law is a 
finality and not subject to modification or repeal, 
is not in accordance with the creed of the foun¬ 
ders of our government,and is dangerous to the 
liberties of the people. 

9. That the acts of Congress known as the 
Compromise measures of 1850, by making an 
admission of a sovereign State contingent upon 
the adoption of other measures demanded by 
the special interest of slavery; by their omission 
to guarantee freedom in free territories; by 
their attempt to impose unconstitutional limita¬ 
tions on the power of Congress and the people 
to admit new States: by their provisions tor 
the assumption of five millions of the State 
debt of Texas, and for'the payment of five mil¬ 
lions more, and the cession of a large territory 
to the relinquishment of a groundless claim ; 
and by their invasion of the sovereignty of the 
States, and the liberties of the people through 
the enactment of an unjust, oppressive and un¬ 
constitutional Fugitive Slave Law—are proved 
to be inconsistent with all the principles and 
maxims of Democracy, and wholly inadequate 
to the settlement of the questions of which they 
are claimed to be an adjustment. 

10. That no permanent settlement of the 
Slavery question can be looked for, except 
in the practical recognition of the truth, 
that Slavery is sectional, and Freedom na¬ 
tional, by the total separation of the Gen¬ 
eral Government from Slavery, and the ex¬ 
ercise of its legitimate and constitutional influ¬ 
ence on the side of Freedom, and by leaving to 
the States the whole subject of Slavery aud the 
extradition of fugitives from service. 

11 That as all men have.a natural right to a 
portion of the soil as indispensable to life, the 
right of -all men to the soil is as sacred as their 
right to life itself. 

12. That the Public Lands of the United 
States belong to the people, and should not be 
sold to individuals nor granted to corporations, 
but should be held as a sacred trust for the 
benefit of the people, and should be granted in 
limited quantities, free of cost, to landless set¬ 
tlers. 

13. That a due regard for the Federal Con- 
ers shall have concurrent jurisdiction with the 
Judges of the Circuit and District Courts of 
the United States, and with the Judges of the 
Superior Courts in the Territories, and shall 
on satisfactory proof, grant certificates to the 
claimants of fugitives from labor, with au¬ 
thority to take such fugitives to the State or 
Territory from which they may have escaped. 

Sec. 5—Makes it the duty of the Marshal 
and Deputy Marshal to execute all warrants 
and precepts issued under this law, with a 
penality of @1000, to be recovered for the use 
of the claimant, in case of refusal or neglect 
diligently to execute said process. It also 
makes the Marshal liable to the claimant on 
his official bond, for the full value of the la¬ 
bor and service of the fugitive in the state 
whence he fled, in case said fugitive shall 
escape from the Marshal or his Deputy, after 
his arrest, whether ivilh or without tiie assent 
of such Marshal or deputy; and also gives 
the Commissioner power to appoint suitable 
persons, from time to time, to execute the 
process issued by them, and also gives the 
Commissioners and the persons so appointed, 
power to call to their aid the posse com talus, 
and commands all good citizens to AID and 
ASSIST in the prompt and efficient execution of 
this law ; and also provides that the warrants 
may be executed in any part of the State 
where they were issued. 

Sf.c. 6.—Provides, That when a person, 
owing service or labor, in any State or Ter¬ 
ritory, has heretofore, or shall hereafter, es¬ 
cape into any other State or Territory, the,; 
person to whom such labor or service may 
be due, may pursue such fugitive, and may 
arrest him with process issued under this act, 
or may seize him WITHOUT PROCESS, 
where the same can be done and cause him to be 
taken before the Court, Judge.or Commiss¬ 
ioner who shall hear and determine the cause 
of such claimant in a summary manner ! and 
upon satisfactory proof being made by depo¬ 
sition or affidavit in writing, taken by such 
county Judge or Commissioner, or by other 
satisfactory testimony duly taken and certi- 
ease upon an lnavrciust, »* m—. » 0 r 
country.

DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 
That Congress has not power under 


the Constitution, th interfere with or con¬ 
trol the domestic institutions of the sever¬ 
al States, and that such States are the 
sole and proper judges of everything ap¬ 
pertaining to their own affairs, not pro¬ 
hibited by the Constitution ; that all efforts 
of the Abolitionists , or others, made to 
induce Congress tointerferf. with ques¬ 
tions of Slavery, or 1 to tare incipient 
steps, in relation thereto, are calculated 
to lead to the most planning and danger¬ 
ous consequences; and that all such eff¬ 
orts have an inevitable tendency to di¬ 
minish the happiness of the people, and 
endanger the stability and permanency of 
the Union, and ought not to be counte¬ 
nanced by any friend of our political in¬ 
stitutions. 

Resolved, That the forgoing proposi¬ 
tion covers, and was intended to embrace 
the lohole subject, of Slavery agitation in 
Congress ; and therefore the Democratic 
party of the Union, standing on this 
National platform, will abide and adhere 
to a faithful execution of the series of 
acts known as the Compromise measures, 
settled by the last Congress —the act for 
the reclaiming of fugitives from service 
or labor included, which act, being de¬ 
signed to carry out an express provision 
of the Constitution CANNOT, with fidel¬ 
ity thereto, be repealed or so changed as 
to impair its efficiency. 

Resolved, That the Democratic party 
will RESIST all attempts at renewing, 
in Congress or out it, the agitation of the

WHIG PLATFORM, 

Adopted at Baltimore, June, 1552. 
That the series of acts of the thirty-first 
Congress, known as the Compromise, or 
Adjustment, (the act for the recovery of 


fugitives from labor included,) are receiv¬ 
ed and acquiesced in by the Whig party 
of l/ie United States, as a FINAL settle¬ 
ment, in principle and substance, of the 
subject to which they relate, and so far 
as they are concerned, we will MAIN- 
TA IN them, and insist on their enforce¬ 
ment, until time and experience shall de¬ 
monstrate the necessity of further legisla¬ 
tion to guard against the evasion of the 
laws ondhe one hand, and the abuse of 
their powers on the other ,—not impair¬ 
ing their present efficiency, to carry out 
the requirements of the Constitution ; 
and we deprecate all further agitation of 
the questions thus settled, as dangerous to 
our peace, and we will DISCOUNTE¬ 
NANCE all efforts to continue or renew 
such agitation, WHENEVER OR 
HOWEVER MADE, and we will 
maintain this settlement, as essential to 
the nationality of the Whig party, and 
the integrity of the Union. 

ENDORSEMENT. 

Gen. Scott was nominated on Monday, 
June 21, 1852, the resolutions having 
been already adopted.

18. That as by the Constitution “the citizens 
of each State shall be entitled to all the privi¬ 
leges and immunities of citizens in the several 
States,” the practice of imprisoning the colored 
seamen of other States, while the vessels to 
which they belong lie in port, and refusing to 
exercise the right to bring such cases before the 
Supreme Court of the United States to test the 
legality of such proceedings, is a flagrant vio¬ 
lation of the Constitution and an invasion of 
the rights of the citizens of other States—utter¬ 
ly inconsistent with the professions made by 
the Slave-holders that they wish the provisions 
of the Constitution faithfully observed by every ‘ 
State in the Union. 

19. That we recommend the introduction 
into all treaties hereafter to be negotiated be- . 
tween the United States, and foreign nations, 
of some provision for the amicable settlement 
of difficulties by a resort to decisive arbitration- 

20. That the Free Democratic Party is not 
organized to aid either the Whig or the Demo¬ 
cratic wing of the great Slave Compromise 
Party of the nation, but to defeat them both; 
and that repudiating and renouncing both as 
hopelessly corrupt and utterly unworthy of • 
confidence, the purpose of the Free Democracy 
is to take possession of the Federal Government 
and administer it lor the protection Of the rights . 
and interests of the whole people. 

21. That we inscribe on our banner, “ Free ; 
Soil, Free Speech, Free Labor, and Free 
Men,” and underit, will fight on and fight ever, 
until a triumphant victory shall reward our 
exertions. 

22. That upon this Platform, the Convention • 
presents to the American People as a candidate 
lor the office of President of the United Stales, . 
JOHN P. HALE, of New Hampshire, and as 

a candidate for the office of Yice President of 
the United States, George W. Julian, of In¬ 
diana, and earnestly commends them to the 
support of all freemen and patriots.
